Some of the Utah grocery stores 
were disqualified for as long as three 
years, and one Salt Lake City store — 
was permanently disqualified. 

All of the stores were charged 
with repeatedly accepting food 
stamps for ineligible- items, includ- 
ing laundry and cleaning. supplies, 


-and other common household prod- 


ucts. Those disqualified for longer 
periods accepted food stamps for 
items like cigarettes, beer, or motor 
oil. The store that was permanently 
disqualified was charged with ex-
